Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 83, 86-94, 96-97, 99, 101-109, 113, 116, 117, 119-124, 126, 128-136, 
140, 141 and 152-165 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Ovesjo et al 
(US 6,108,369) discloses a system and method, as stated in the previous office action, 
of allocating codes from the tree shown in figure 2. However, Ovesjo does not disclose 
allocating the same spread code to two data channels as stated in claims 83, 86-94, 96- 
97, 99, 101-109, 113, 116, 117, 119-124, 126, 128-136, 140 and 141. Gourgue et all 

i 

(US 6,560,194) discloses a system and method of allocating codes similar to the system 
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and method of Ovesjo. Claims 152-165 are allowed since these claims contain 
previously objected to subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
